But because of its beauti¬ 
ful color (gold with snowy white 
tail and mane) the Palomino has. 
become a popular pleasure mount 
and has been bred into several 
Jight horse breeds including the 
American saddle horse, quarter 
horse and the Tennessee walking 

Many stories have been writ¬ 
ten about the origin.of tlie Palo* 
mino but most are based on con¬ 
jecture and have no concrete 
foundation. The version most 
authentic and generally accepted 
credits the Spaniards with bring¬ 
ing I he ancestors of the first 
palominos into Mexico in the 
early 16th century. It is believed 
that Hernando Cortez, the famed 
conqueror of Mexico, introduced 
a number of Spanish horses into 
North America and they spread 
over the southern and western 
portion jpf the United States.

Added Cost

precinct to determine whether 
the addresses listed by the reg¬ 
istrants were their true address¬ 
es.

Full Speed Ahead On Building 
Code Modernization By City 

There is little disagreement that one of the 
chief needs of Granite City is modernization of its 
building, electrical and plumbing codes. 

This being true, city officials would be wise to 
order "full speed ahead” on finishing the task. To 
implement the revisions, conferences need to be 
held with contractors and building trades to devise 
the best wording. And temporary legal help could 
be retained to put the data into ordinance form; 
an extra $5100 has been included in the 1963-64 
city budget for just such purposes. 

Many other cities have modernized their con¬ 
struction requirements and have seen an imme¬ 
diate spurt in building. St. Louis, whiefi passed 
through several decades without a major new 
building, revised its code and is now dotted with 
new skyscrapers. 

Aside from an acceleration in construction, 
opening up many new job opportunities, building 
code modernization also permits better, faster and 
less expensive erection of buildings. 

An added advantage for Granite City is that 
the proposed code revisions can open the door to 
federal approval of 100 additional apartments at 
the existing 100-unit Anchorage housing project 
for senior citizens. With a current waiting list of 
several hundred aged individuals and couples, the 
need is apparent; but the Housing and Home Fi¬ 
nance Agency has indicated it will not approve the 
proposal unless and until the city updates its con¬ 
struction codes.

Its continuous roasting capacity is 6000 pounds an 
hour and the plant will brew a million cups of 
coffee every four hours before removing the mois¬ 
ture content. 

As it has been in the past, the new unit of the 
worldwide Nestle organization will be an important 
segment of the industry of the Quad-Cities. To 
President Wolflisberg and all other Nestle people, 
local residents extend a hearty, "Welcome back."
